Road  Rally  To  Begin

Saturday  morning  at  9:00.  the  first  of  the  many  planned  activi- 
ties for  Harbararbar  Day  will  commence  as  the  first  car  pulls  away 
from  the  starting  line  and  heads  out  the  north  entrance  of  the  campus 
on  its  way  through  the  prescribed  course  for  the  Harbararbar  Day 
Road  Rally. 


The  object  of  the  road  rally  is 
to  maintain  an  average  speed 
while  following  a  given  set  of 
driving  instructions. 

The  rally  will  be  scored  on  the 
basis  of  how  close  the  rally  teams 
come  to  the  predetermined  time 
allowed  them  between  check 
points  along  the  course.  Penelty 
points  will  be  given  for  every  sec- 
ond the  teams  are  behind  sched- 
ule, and  double  penelty  points 
will  be  assessed  for  every  second 
the  teams  are  ahead  of  schedule. 
The  team  with  the  least  penelty 
points  after  completion  of  the  70 
mile  course  shall  be  declared  the
